Two 
tablespoonfuls of ammonia to a gallon of 
water or a half pound of borax to five 
gallons of water is fully sufficient. Tins 
should be used in the rubbing water and 
again in the rinsing water. here shoula 
bean amount of melted aoap put in the 
boiler and this will probably soften the 
water sufliciently for boiling. It is a great 
mistake to allow cluthes to boil any great 
length of time. As soon as they are fairly 
boiling they should be removed to the rin- 
sing water. Tvoo much cannot be said in 
regard to the necessity of thorough rinsing. 
If the clothes are thoroughly rinsed they 
may be slightly blued and, though this is 
not a mecessity, it gives a pearly tint when 
properly done which is very desirable. 
Some good laundresses blue their clothes 
every other time they are washed. This is 
by far the best plan as it forestalls any at- 
tempt of the laundress to cover up the 
Stains by the use of blueing.
